A SIDE ISSUK,

| “Jesmer” writes to the Merning Posf com-

plaining that we were profoundly stupid in
our comments yoslerday upon the Cuban
question, and that our assertion concerning
the courge of Irance in the Revolutionary
War wan “either an error or a deliberate
falschood,” It was pl“llt!lit‘a“y neither the
one nor the other, a8 we are happy to inform
For centuries proceding this
period there was practicully an uninterrupted
warfare waged between France and England,
the so-called periods of peace being at the
best more temporary truces. Such was the
character of the relations between tha two
countries subseguent to the Peace of Paris,
1764, It is true that nominally hostilities
were brought to a close by it, and did not
again conmence until after France had entorad
into 4 treaty of alliance with the revolting
colonies. The fixrst maleriol assistance ex-
tended to the colonies, however, was the ex-
pedition commanded by Count Rochambean,
which did wot arrive in this country until
1780, two years after the treaty of allinnoe,
and the reopening of hostilities with Great
Britain which immediatcly®ollowed; although,
previons to Rochambean's arrival, a French
fleet, under Adwmiral d'Fstaing, had been
eruising off our coast witheul much ocongert
of action with onr own leaders. But from the
very outset of the trombles between the
colonies and the mother country, the sympa-
thies of the French Governmont and people
were actively enlisted on the side of the
colonies, and the final outbreak of the 1teo-
Intion was owing in greater measure to the
intrigues of the Duo de Choiseul, a leading
I'rench statosiman, than to any
other extraneous ciuse. To all intents
and purposes. as far asJ'rance was concerned,
the American Revolution was an insurrection
instigated by the French ministry against a
couniiy with which they hind been for years
merely secking a pretext for a gnarrel, and
an opportunity to strike a blow in the back,
This view of the subject, of econrse, detracts
much from the genevosity and kindliness of
the courtse of France, bul it is, nevertheless,
the only view which is warranted by the

facts, as we find them recorded in history,
